New Delhi, the 21st May, 1984 

S.O. 396(E).—Whereas by the Order of the 
Government of India iji Ure late Ministcy of Indust¬ 
ry and Civil Supplies (Department of Industrial 
Development) No. S.O. 363(E), dated the 22nd 
May, 1976 (hereinafter leferred to us tlie said 
Order); the Central goverament authorised the 
body of persons specified in that Order to take over 
the-management of the Industrial Undertaking 
known as Messrs Britaimia Engineering Company, 
Calcutta (Tittagarh Unit), (hcreniafter referred to 
as the said Industrial Underaking) for a period 
of five years from the 22nd May. 1976; 

And, whereas, the Central Goverament vide 
its Ch'der No. S.O. 201(E), dated the 11th April, 
1979, authorised the Secretary, Closed and Sick 
Industries Department, Government o-f West 
Bengal now called Secretary, Industrial Recons¬ 
truction Department, Government of West Bengal 
(hereinafter referred to as the said authorised per¬ 
son), to take over the mrmagement of the said In¬ 
dustrial Undertaking from Messrs Westinglionse 
Saxby Farmer Limited, Calcutta^ for the remainuig 
period of five years from the 22nd May, 1976; 


And, whereas, by the Orders of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Industry (Depart¬ 
ment of Industrial Development) Nos, S.O. 377 
(E), dated the 21st May, 1981 and S.O. 372(E), 
dated the 21st May, 1983, the Central Government 
authorised the said authorised person to continue 
to manage the said Industrial Undertaking lor a 
further period upto and inclusive of the 21st Mav, 
1984; 

And, whereas, the Central Government being 
of the opinion that it is expedient in the public 
interest ^at the said authorised person should con¬ 
tinue to manage the said Industrial Undertaking 
for a further perk)d,of six months made an appli¬ 
cation to the Calcutta High Court praying for the 
permission to that effect, under the proviso to sub¬ 
section (2) of section 18FA of the Industries (De¬ 
velopment and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 
1951), and that the said High Court has, by its 
Order dated the 10th May, 198^, granted the said 
pennission; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by the proviso to sub-section (2) of the section 
18FA of the Industries (Development and Regu¬ 
lation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951). the Central 
Government hereby directs that the said Order 
shall continue to have effect for a further period 
of six months on and from the 22nd May, 1984.
